Daring Forgery in the Endeavor 
to Retain It. 


FOUR CHICAGOANS IN A FIX. 


The Clumsy Work of Gapt. George W. 
Streetor and His Cémpanions Will 
Prove Their Doom. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 10.—The an- 
nouncement of the arrest in Chicago of 
Capt. George W. Streetor, Charles Apple- 
gate, William H. Cox and Jacob Nine by 
United States Secret Service officers on 
the charge of forging a Government patent 
to a tract of made land on the north shore 
beach of St. Clair street, develops an in- 
teresting Washington end. Streetor is a 
notable figure in Chicago. He was a sailor, 
and one stormy night in Chicago his boat 
stranded on the lake shore front of the 
residence of Mr. N. K. Fairbank, the mil- 


lionairé speculator. Streetor let the boat 
stay there. The land filled in between the 
wreck and the shore, and he claimed pos- 
session. It took Fairbank ten years of lit- 
igation to dispossess him. There was many 
a hard-fought battle around the old hulk, 
Mrs. Streetor herself being something of a 
scrapper. 

Finally a syndicate began filling in about 
200 acres of lake in that quarter, and 
Streetor and his confederates determined 
to have a gigantic land grab. The means 
they used was’ a crude and clumsy at- 
tempt at forgery of a Federal land patent. 
From evidence in the possession of the 
United States District Attorney here, it 
appears that last March Capt. Streetor, 
accompanied by Wm. H. Cox and Jacob 
Nine, came to Washington. Frequent vis- 
its were made to the fted States land 
office, where they tried to file certain papers 
bearing on the claim. The officials de- 
clined to receive these papers and a neat 
scheme was resorted to. They obtained a 
certified copy of a t of land made to 
Robt. Kinzie in issf during Van Buren’s 
administration. This copy was furnished 
them by the land office on the payment of 
the usual fees. That patent was for 102 
acres in Palestine land district, now Chi- 
Sago.“ It bore copies of the signature of 
Martin Van Buren and other officers of 
that date. With this copy and the commu- 
nication from the Commissioner of the Land 
Office attesting its correctness, the con- 
federates went to work. Wherever the 
name of Robert Kinzie appeared it was re- 
moved by the use of oxalic acid and the 
names of George W. Streetor and Peter 
J. Johnson inserted. It was a bungling 
piece of work at best. Had they known 
more about land office routine they could 
have done better work. 

In their haste to fix matters they rubbed 
out the name of Martin Van Buren and sub- 
stituted, that of Grover Cleveland without 
changing the date, thus bringing the al- 
leged patent up to this administration in 
part. Another error was made by g 
the name of the Secretary of the Interior, 
but instead of writing it “Hoke Smith,’ 
it appears as “Oaks Smith.” The 102 of the

DUESTROW'S SISTRR HULDA. 


E Herself at a Resort While He 
on Trial for His Life. 


Abandoned by his own flesh and blood tn 
the direst extremity of his life, murderer 
Duestrow is indeed in a pitiable plight. In 
criminal annals such utter abandonment

those who should be near and dear is indeed 
rare. Perhaps if his mother had lived she 
might have stood by him in his hour of need. 
Certain it is that his only sister, Hulda, 
is far away from the scene of the trial, on 
pleasure and recreation bent. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter visited the state- 
ly mansion of the Duestrows at 2345 Lafay- 
ette avenue Saturday afternoon, and upon 
inquiring for Miss Duestrow was told that 
the young daughter of the hause was travel- 
ing in the Northern lake regions with her 
faithful companion, Miss Kate Sauter. 
They left the city about four weeks ago, 
just previous to the commencement of the 
trial at Union. Nothing has been heard 
from them since their departure by the 
servants, who are 1 the house for 
their young mistress. hey were told that 
they would be notified of the return of the 
wanderers in time to prepare for them, but 
that Miss Hulda intended to stay away 
just as long as travel was pleasant to her. 

In the meantime the fate of the unfor- 
tunate brother will have been decided, and 
she will not de. present to console him in 
case of his cofviction, or to hold out a 
sisterly hand of welcome should he be 
legally freed from the awful charge of 
double murder. 

But then the Duestrow family has never 
been a united one. Of filial love and grati- 
tude they knew but little. Years ago, when 
Louis Duestrow, the father of the murderer, 
married the wife who is now reviled as a 
common drunkard in extenuation of her 
son’s bloody crime, he forsook his own 
mother. The Duestrows lived for years on 
Ham street, just off Chouteau avenue, and 
the old residents there remember well the 
poor old lady’s plaint over her wayward son, 
who never came to see her in her old days 
and left her to strangers for sympathy and 
companionship.

THE MUNICIPAL REFORM SNAG. 


Attorney Haeussler, who is engaged in 
a commendable effort to revive the Tax- 
payers’ League and through it to prevent 
the waste of public money, has struck a 
snag.

Mr. Haeussler says that there are men 
who would be glad to help the Tax-pay- 
ers’ League, but dare not be known in 
it because they are interested in bills be- 
fore the House and that men have to 
put up money to secure the passage of 
bills they are entitled to have passed and 
the city gets none of the money. 

All of this is true and it is also true 
that men—wealthy and influential men 
of high standing—are interested in and 
put up money for bills which ought not 
to be passed and by which they are en- 
riched at the expense of the people. 

Mr. Haeussler will find, as every man 
who has labored for municipal reform 
has found, that these wealthy and in- 
fluential citizens are the greatest obsta- 
cles to reform. They want boodlers in 
the Municipal Assembly and the city 
offices because they thrive on boodle. 
Extravagances and jobbery are parts of 
the system by which they plunder the 
public. 

The fact is, the Tax-payers’ League 
will find it impossible to accomplish 
more than the pettiest kind of reform 
until the wealthy and influential sup- 
porters of boodling, the men who supply 
the funds for the election of boodlers 
and make jobbing combines profitable, 
are disposed of. Let the Tax-payers’ 
League devote attention to “the men who 
are interested in bills.“

THE BLUE LAW REVIVAL. 


When the wave of blue law enforce- 
ment which started in New York reached 
Atlantic City, N. J., it struck a ground 
swell that threatens to demolish it. 

The Atlantic City authorities, fired with 
the reflected zeal of Commissioner Roose- 
velt, energetically took up the task of 
enforeing the antiquated Sunday law 
or rather that part of it that related 
to saloons and amusements. All of the 
saloon-keepers and amusement caterers 
who kept open on Sunday were arrested 
and fined. 

But the saloon-keepers and amusement 
men were not satisfied with this half- 
way method of enforcing the law. They 
demanded that all the provisions of the 
Sunday law be enforced. It happens 
that Atlantic City has a peculiarly an- 
tiquated and grotesque Sunday law. It 
prohibits practically everything that 
makes life worth living from Saturday 
to Monday. All travel, locomotion by 
any mode and recreation are forbidden. 
No one is allowed under tie law to take 
a walk except to and from church, fo 
sit down in a public place, to swing in 
a private hammock or to do any busi- 
ness. The Mayor and City Solicitor are 
under arrest for violating the law and 
Atlantic City resembles a cemetery on 
Sunday. 

The Atlantic City people have gone at 
the Sunday law in the right way. The 
rule that the best way to repeal a ridicu- 
lous law is to enforce it applies to the 
whole law, not a part of it, or a partial 
enforcement of it. If the people of New 
York who want their beer on Sunday 
would insist upon the enforcement of the 
entire law down to its pettiest interfer- 
ence with personal liberty and would 
swear out warrants for those who vio- 
late its slillest provisions the law would 
soon be off the statute book. 

The reduction of blue laws to an ab- 
surdity is a public service. It shows 
the folly of legislation which interferes 
with the personal liberty and rights of 
any citizen. It shows the necessity of 
limiting law to the guarding of the rights 
and liberties of all and the preservation 
of public order. 


HEALTH AND HOPE IN THE COUNTRY, 


The death of Mr. George Perkifis by his 
own hand, after twenty-three years of 
useful work as a newspaper man in Cin- 
cinnati, was inexpressibly sad. “He 
saved others, himself he could not save,” 
might with truth be said of such cases as 
his. City life and a sedentary occupa- 
tion had undermined a constitution not 
strong enough to endure the constant and 
subtle drain, and too late he sought the 
healing balm of the country with its pure 
air and freedom. 

The lesson of such a life and such an 
end seems to be that it is the duty, as it 
ought to be the pleasure, of all young 
men who have been induced from any 
cause to choose a sedentary occupation 
and who find it wearing upon them, to 
make speedy preparations to turn their 
backs upon the tempter. The cases 
where newspaper men have had the wis- 
dom ahd courage to do this, and to either 
entirely break away from city life of to 
combine a very large share of Fans 
life with their former avocatioh, have 
shown how beneficial such a step can 
be made. E. P. Roe was a notable ex- 
ample of such a wholesome combination 
of country occupations with a literary 
career. He was as successful as a grower 
of small fruits as he was in the work of 
writing popular stories. 

The pessimism of the day, aided 
largely by the blighting influence of city 
life, which brings about a sort of phy- 
sical torpor that renders its victims 
averse to manual labor, is responsible 
for the absurd idea that “all the land 
has been taken up.” There are to-day 
many young men whose strength is being 
surely sapped by sedentary occupations 
who will assure you that they would 
gladly get out into the country, but the 
land grabber has taken all the land that 
is worth having. It is true thé land grab- 
ber has been abroad to such an extent 
that one railroad company alone in 
its possession lands that it would take 
three men three years to ride across at 
the rate of twenty miles a day. But even

HOBBS SUED ON A NOTE. 


He Indorsed for the Late Alonzo K. 
Florida on a $1,800 Loan. 


Mrs. Ellen Gartside yesterday sued ex- 
Recorder of Deeds William A. Hobbs on a 
note for $1,800, made by the late Alonzo K. 
Florida, Jan. 6, 1898, and indorsed by Hobbs. 
The latter entered his appearance as soon 
as the suit was filed. The plaintiff is a 
widow and made the loan at the instance 
of Hobbs. Her son-in-law, Philip Jay,

NEW WARD AT QUARANTINE. 


It Will Be Germ Proof and Kept Thor- 
oughly Clean. 

Quarantine is to have at least one new 
germ-proof ward. Three of the existing 
frame wards will be repaired by the Quar- 
antine carpenter, and the remaining two 
will be torn down. 


When Superintendent Woodruff took 
charge he found the old frame wards in 
a terrible condition. Patients who had re- 
covered from small-pox were stricken with 
septicaemia or bloo -poisoning, contracted 
from the septic germs in the walis and 
floors. One of them, Mr. Haas, is still in 
a serious condition, and has been sick three 
months from this cause. It was these 
conditions that led to the death rate being 
so high. Dr. Woodruff promptly moved the 
patients to the main brick buildi and the 
death rate dropped from about of per cent 
to 10 per cent. 

On his report to Health Commissioner 
Starkloff an appropriation of $1,800 was 
secured for new wards. Friday the Healzh 
Commissioner, Chief Sanitary Officer and 
Building Commissioner visited Quarantine. 
It was decided to spend all the money 
available on one new ward, and temporar- 
ily repair three of the others. It will be

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A Heavy Bufl-Brick Wall to Replace the 
Present Airy Looking Front 
- Elevation. 


The huge granite columns and hundreds of 
cubi¢ feet of plate glass, comprising the 
front wall of the Fagin Building, will soon 
disappear, it having been decided to re- 
construct the building. The front wall 
will be entirely changed and rebuilt of buff 
brick, with terra cotta trimmings. Over 
$150,000 will be expended in improving the 
building. 

This is the first authentic information 
regarding the improvement of this struc- 


ture since its sale to the Chicago syndi- 
cate, represented by the Nelson & Mers- 
man ty dealers of this city. 

Mr. Mersman left for Chicago Thursday 
to perfect arrangements for the improve- 
ment. Plans drawn by Kirchner & Kirch- 
ner, architects, were submitted and adopt- 
ed. The new structure will be ten stories 
high. The front wall will be ten feet in 
thickness and will be highly ornamented 
with terra cotta trimmings. The plans of the 
improvement are entirely original. Mr. 
Kirchner h fixed matters so as the new 
wall can be trected without wrecking the 
present wall. The brick will be laid around 
the granite, covering it entirely. The side 
wall will not be touched, except to add 
twelve feet for the additional story. They 
are unusually heavy and able to carry twice 
the present weight. 

One of the chief alterations will be to con- 
struct a magnificent entrance, faced with 
Italian marble with mosaic fiooring. In- 
stead of two elevators four will carry the 
tenants up and down. Every convenience 
necessary for a first-class office building 
will be introduced in the remodeled struc- 
ture. 

Ollve street renting property continues 
in demand. Property owners on this street 
are beginning to see that first-class im- 
provements only can bring the proper re- 
turns. As a result the old Pope’s Theater 
Building has disappeared as did likewise 
the structure at Bighth and Olive. Olive 
street traffic is badly injured by these new 
building enterprises. Half of the street is 
used in piling up old material. and more 
than one merchant is objecting, but the 
Board of Public Improvements Ras, and it 
is said wisely given its O. K.“ in the mat- 
ter.

BILL MUST HANG. 


The Cherokee Terror Who Killed Guard 
Keating at Fort Smith. 


FORT SMITH, Ark., Aug. -10.—Cherokee 
Bill was convicted in the United States 
Court this morning of the murder of Larry 
Keating, guard at the United States Jail, 
July 2. The jury was out only thirteen 
minutes. 

Prisoners on Murder Row had formed a 
plot to escape and two pistols had been fur- 
nished them, but guards discovered one 
before the outbreak was made. Cherokee 
Bill shot Keating as the prisoners were be- 
ing locked up because Keating refused to 
throw up his hands and allow the prisoner 
to get his pistol. The prisoners waited to 
secure the keys and Cherokee Bill was 
brought into submission after thirty shots 
had en fired. His defense was insanity 
and also that Keating was killed by a stray 
bullet fired by one of the guards. 

It was proved though that Keating was 
a corpse before a shot had been fired by the 

rds. Seven guards were in charge of 
herokee Bill while in the court room 
and being taken to and from jail. He was 
insolently defiant and indifferent until a let- 
ter he wrote and tried to smuggle out of jail 
a week before the killing, was introduced. 
It stated that one of the guards would be 
killed the next week. Then he wilted and 
hung his head. He did not appear to be 
moved any by the verdict. e was in a 
very ugly mood this morning and would 
have ven the guards much trouble had 
he been given any liberty. Judge Parker 
will pass sentence on him Monday.

DYING SOLDIERS 
OP FRANCE. 


Disease Killing the Troops, Sent 
to Madagascar.

It looks as if the French war in Mada- 
gascar might after all be a failure. Not 
from lack of valor in the French troops or 
from defects in their equipment, but simply 
and solely because the army is going 
through a siege of disease and experiencing 
a death rate that is almost without prece- 
dent in the annals of war. When the ex- 
pedition left France several authorities 


said that the greatest enemy the soldiers 
would have to fight would be, not the 
insurgent Madagascans, but “Generals For- 
est and Fever.“ 

The trouble began at the very outset, 
for the transport ships were horribly over- 
crowded and not in good sanitary condition. 
On the transport ship Stamboul disease 
and sickness gained such headway that be- 
fore Madegascar was reached of the 
soldiers had died of meningitis. There was 
almost as great fatality ard the other 
vessels of the fleet. Man after man suc- 
cumbed to the insufficient accommodations 
and the lack of provision for even ordinary 
comfort. 

Nevertheless once on Madagascan soil a 
far worse state of —— 5 developed. The 
transports were unlo and the men put 
on shore, and then it was found that abso- 
lutely no preparations had been made to re- 
ceive them.

. C. meet against the others, but rode an 
exhibition half mile at the close of the day, 
breaking the State record.

In all there are fourteen diamonds, rang- 
ing in value from $150 to 619, and two diamond 
medals worth $50 each. The feature of the 
day will be the one mile open, class B, and 
for this event a $150 diamond will be offered 
to the winner. he second prize will be a 
$95 diamond and the third a stone. 

The medals will be given in class A events. 
One is offered in the novice race and one 
in the 34 age limit race. The latter is a 
challenge medal and can only be competed 
for by riders over 34 years of age. The 
medal must be won three times in a year 
by one man before it becomes his property, 
and if no one is successful a special race 
will be arranged for all those who have 
wou it at all. The dbnors of the medal 
in making the conditions specifiy that any 
club, holding a race meet in St. Louis under 
the sanction of the L. A. W. Racing Board, 
can schedule an event for 34-year-old riders 
and call for the medal to be put up again. 
This will give every race meet in the city 
an opportunity of seeing the veterans ride. 

In the age limit races F. W. Buckley, a 
surprisingly fast man, will rot be entered. 
as he is now im the East, but with such as 
Julian Laughlin, Wu Brown and Bud 
Weaver, there will no doubt be considerable 
interest.

Leaving Springfield about 5 o'clock Friday 
9, 1861, Gen. Lyon moved 
Sut about five miles on the road to Little 
York and then turning southward across 
the prairie came about 1 u'clock in sight of 
Rains’ camp-fires, which extended north- 
ward as far as Gibson's Mill. He had com- 
ly turned the Conféderate left and was 
them. Halting his column .till 
dawn he then resumed his march, with 
Plummer’s battalion of regulars in advance, 
followed by Osterhaus’ battalion of Mis- 
souri volunteers and Totten’s battery. 

The Confederates were not yet aware of 
his approach, as they had withdrawn all 
their pickets at midnight. About this time, 
however, Col. Cawthon, who was in im- 
mediate command of Rains’ mounted 
brigade, sent out a picket in the direction 
from which Lyon was approaching. 

This picket had not advanced more than 
a mile and a half beyond Gibson's Mill 
when they discovered that an enemy was in 
their front. This fact being made known to 
Cawthon, he sent Col. Hunter with the 
“effectives’’ of his regiment, some o men, 
to ascertain whether this enemy was ad- 
vancing in force or not. When Hunter 
reached the picket, about 5 a. m., the head 
of the Federal column was already in 8 
His first intention was to attack. ut 
Lyon, seeing that his approach was at least 
known to the Confederates, and that his 
further advance would be contested, now 
deployed his men into line, sending Oster- 
haus’ battalion to the right and Plummer’s 
to the left as skirmishers, and bringing 
the ist Missouri up to the support of Tot- 
ten’s battery. Hunter thereupon retreated 
and Lyon moved forward as rapidly as the 
ground would permit. 

Cawthon was meanwhile forming the rest 
of his brigade on the northern slope of 
— Hill. He had about 600 dismounted 
men in line. When Hunter, falling back 
before Lyon, reached this position, Cawthon 
ordered him to retire further down the creek 
and dismount his men and then return to 
the field and take position én his right.

The command now devolved on Maj.

Price had already been reinforced 
by Gratiot and now Dockery’s Arkansas 
regiment and a section of Reid’s battery 
were getting into position, and with them 
was the Third Louisiana, which, for the 
first time since its encounter with Plummer 
in the early morning had been gathered to- 
gether under its Colonel (Herbert) and was 
eager to add to the laurels which it had 
already won in the fields on which it had 
defeated Plummer and routed Sigel. 

Sturgis decided to retreat. The order was 
given and silently obeyed, Steele’s battalion 
of regulars covering the retreat and march- 
ing away from the field in perfect order. 

t was now half past 11. Silence had again 
fallen upon Bloody Hill, on whose rough sur- 
face the dead of both armies lay in great 
heaps. The Confederates, stretched out 
among the bushes in which they had been 
fighting all day, were waiting for the ene- 
my's next onset, or for Prices order to at- 
tack, and ready for either. Suddenly a cry 
rang along their ranks that the Federals 
were retreating—that they had already got 
away and were ascending the hill from 
which they had begun the attack upon 
Rains at dawn of day; that they had at last 
abandoned the field for which they had 
fought so bravely and so well against un- 
conquerable odds.

NEW BICYCLE. 


Chicago Man Invents.a Wheel That 
Promises Wonders. 

A new bicycle mechanism has been pat- 
ented which the inventor claims will force 
out of existence all the devices now in use. 
The new machine is te, be propelled by 
means of levers, and its mechanism is 
such that power may be @pplied constantly, 
thus eliminating the 41 center go annoy- 
ing in a crank Propeller. ’ 

By reason of this K is claimed the 
machine will be valuable for army pur- 
poses as well as for cyclists traversing hilly 
countries, and for country and sandy 
wheeling generally. The inventor, who is 
a Chicagoan, claims he has discovered and 


embodied in his device a gear effect equiv- 
alent to drawing out the levers on that part 
of the circumference at which the stroke 
has its greatest efficiency and shortening 
them for the remainder of the circumfer- 
ence. He explains this effect is accom- 
plished by lengthening the levers to such 
an extent to be able to double the gear and 
making the stroke upon that of the 
circumference represented by deg. of a 
circle. This will avoid the dead center, make 
the arc to be traveled less than 15 inches, 
and the rider will be enabled to make the 
stroke approximately of maximum eff 
ciency. 

This is done by means of a simple and 
automatic mechanism, and it is demon- 
strated that a whel red to 140 is as 
easily propelled as a gear ordinary bi- 
cycle. For racing a 160-gear may be used. 
There is in the propeling of the machine no 
resistance of sa or straps. 

The levers are 9 inches in length, having 
for their fulcrums the same shaft as the 
front sprocket wheel, and le 
means of ball-bearing clutches. They t 
propel and stop the machine, making a dis- 
tance of 28 inches as compared with 42 inches 
of the crank lever. When one lever is press- 
ed forward the other is brought backward 
without the use of springs or straps, and 
the power applied may be constant. There- 
fore the stroke is virtually of maximum ef- 
ficiency on all points of a circumference 
and can be made from any decimal part of 
an inch to 14 inches, the effect being that 
the levers are drawn out upon that of 
the circumference at which the stroke has 
its greatest efficiency and lessened for the 
remainder of the stroke. ‘

In 1882 he took editorial charge of the 
Warrenton Banner, and in 188 purchased 
the Mexico Intelligencer of Col. J. E. Hut- 
ton, who had been elected to Congress the 
year before. Mr. Cook has made such a 
success of the Intelligencer that to-day his 
leading editorials are widely read and copied 
and he has a comfortable income from the 
profits of his business. 

But as his personality and power diffused 
2 over Central Missouri, Mr. Cook 

came drawn again directly into politics. 
In 1892 his coneressional istrict elected 
him a member of the State Democratic 


as hairman of the Executive Commit- 
tee, Mr. Cook had ch of the State cam- 
paign of that 1 and the increased Dem- 
Ocratic majority secured in face of what 
seemed possible defeat was an achievement 
to be remembered. Mr. Cook was made 
Chairman of the Executive Committee in 
1894, and had charge of that campaign, 
but no single man could have held together 
the factions then disturbing the party. 
Still Mr. Cook’s labors were arduous, in- 
telligent and surprisingly effective. 

His recogniz power as a writer and 
speaker, and his ability to poll more than 
his party vo in the lower end of his 
district, whe the big Republican major- 
ities are located, have, in connection with 
his position on s currency question, given 
his name great prominence tn the coming 
congressional contest. 

The people are familiar with the fight he 
made recently within the State Committee 
for the regular calling of a State convention 
to pass upon the question of free silver. 
It was a gallant fight, conducted with skill, 
patience and ultimate success. His district 
heartily indorse his course, and his county 

ut him at the head of his delegation to 

ertle Springs by a unanimous vote. 

Edifor Cook has thus far achieved a 
complete and perfect success as a journal- 
ist and as a practical man of businéss. 
He is popular at home and throughout the 
State and it is altogether probable he will 
soon be heard from in Congress.
